Election/Restrictions 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-42, drawn to methods for treating neovascularization, classified 
in class 514, subclass 575. 

II. Claims 43-66, drawn to ophthalmic compositions for treating 
neovascularization, classified in class 514, subclass 912. 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, batimastat can be used to 
promote general health instead of treating neovascularization. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their recognized divergent subject 
matter placing an undue burden to search divergent subjects in the non- patent 
literature, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement may 
be traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

During a telephone conversation with Andrew Brenc on 5/7/01 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-42.

Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 43-66 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Bowman et al. (WO 00/007565) 

The instant application claims a method for treating retinal neovascularization in 
a mammal comprising topically administering to the eye a composition capable of 
delivering a batimastat compound (0.1- .3% by weight) to the retina, wherein the 
composition comprises a polymeric suspension agent as well. 

Dependent claims further limit by making the mammal a human. They further 
limit by making the batimastat compound batimastat itself. They further limit by making 
the polymeric suspension agent a polymer or polycarbophil (0.5-1 .5% by weight). 

Bowman et al. teach a method for treating retinal neovascularization in a human 
comprising topically administering to the eye a composition capable of delivering 
batimastat (0.1- .3% by weight) (See p. 18, line 22) to the retina, wherein the 
composition comprises a polymer. (See p. 19, lines 23-4)
